SCHOOL REPORT 
For the Year Ending Feb. 15, 1899 


The schools of the town are intrinsically and probably, for 
the year, financially the most important interest of the people 
of Andover, although for the year ending Feb. 15, 1898, the 
roads were financially the greater interest. The expenditures 
for roads, 1897-98 was $2,536.63 ; the expenditures for schools 
for the same period being $2,349.29, the roads costing for that 
year $187.34 more than the schools. All the people are and 
should be interested in good roads. This interest of the people 
of the town and state is likely to make greater claims upon the 
support of the people than hitherto. But the schools are of 
greater importance than the roads. The kind of people that 
travel the roads is of greater consequence than the roads which 
they travel. The education which the people receive through 
schools and libraries, in patriotism, public spirit, and all vir- 
tues, is needed to sustain all public interests, goud roads among 
the rest. 

The number of boys in Andover, April, 1898, as shown by 
the report of the truant officer was 105, girls 8g ; total children 
between five and sixteen years of age 194. 

For the school year ending August, 1898, the average mem- 
bership of the common:schools was 184 ; average daily attend- 
ance 161 ; per cent of attendance of all the schools .8642. The 
loss from non-attendance is thus shown to have beea 13 per 
cent. Some part of thisloss was doubtless necessary by reason 
of sickness or other proper cause.

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THE DISTRICT SCHOOLS. 


Nine distr ict schools have been maintained as for the previous 
year. The board planned for 27 weeks of school, an increase 
of one week in comparison with the previous year. The 
severe weather and early snows in December caused the clos- 
ing of several of the schools for want of sufficient attendance. 
The schools at Cilleyville, West Andover, Andover, Boston 
Hill and Dyer’s Crossing were continued the full period. The 
school at East Andover closed at the end of 26 weeks at the 
request of the teacher and pupils. The attention of parents is 
called to the need of assisting the pupils to and from school 
when the weather or distance makes such assistance necessary 
thus preventing irregularity in attendance. Some do this thus 
securing to the children the advantage of regular attendance. 

TEACHERS 

_ The schools of the town have all been supplied with teach- 
ers from within the town. All but two of the teachers have 
received their advanced instruction at Proctor academy, not all 
such being graduates. Two have received normal school 
training. .A considerable number of teachers from the town 
have employment out of town at better compensation than is 
paid at home. Miss Annie M. White resigned her work at 
East Andover at the close of the previous year and was as- 
signed to the Cilleyville school. Miss Elizabeth A. Dodge re- 
signed her school at Boston Hill to attend. the Plymouth Nor- 
mal school. Miss Margaret E. Fenton resigned her school at 
Andover at the close of the winter term. Miss Nellie Morey, 
Kate Scribner and E. Blanche Hersey have each taken further 
study at Proctor academy, after having engaged in teaching, 
for the purpose of further preparing for their work, 

IMPROVEMENTS. 


“The appropriation for repairs, made March, 1898, S100: 
proved insufficient. In consequence of this the roofs of the 
houses at Andover, Boston Hill and East Andover were 
patched or partly shingled, more complete work being desira- 
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ble. These houses, and probably others, will need further re- 
pairs for the coming year. Several of the schoolhouses are in 
need of painting for their better preservation. The black- 
boards of several of the houses are in need of repairs. When 
plaster is painted over it lacks the necessary solidity, and holes 
are soon formed. The school board wishes to replace such 
surfaces with proper wood surfaces as soon as the necessary 
funds are granted. 


Voluntary improvements were made on Arbor Day, and at 
other times, on the grounds of the Cilleyville, Beech Hill and 
Taunton Hiil schoolhouses without expense to the town. 
Such improvements are needed at the Boston Hill and Dyer’s 
Crossing schoolhouses, and should be further continued at the 
places where work was done last year. 


TEXT BOOKS. 


The school board has for some vears contemplated a change 
in the arithmetics used. Many of the older arithmetics were 
liberally furnished with puzzling problems such as do not arise 
in the common business of life. The need of making the in- 
struction more practical has been widely felt and is recognized 
in the more recently prepared text books. A considerable sup- 
ply of books on hand that were not needed, and not likely to 
be needed in future, made the year a favorable time to change 
such books for new arithmetics. The New Franklin Arithme- 
tic was adopted and the supply effected at very moderate cost 
in addition to the amount received for books on hand. 


The American Word-Book was adopted as a speller and de- 
finer. The board recommends to teachers that much more at- 
tention be given to the study of the use of words learned, in- 
stead of simply teaching how to spell words of which no idea 
of the meaning is given. This knowledge of the use of words 
is often effectively taught by requiring the pupils to write sen- 
tences giving the correct use of the words that are being 
studied. 
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The books in the several schoolhouses not in actual use at 
the time have been, more fully than hitherto, gathered up and 
brought to the common supply, thus often saving the necessity 
of buying new books and lessening the cost of supplies. This 
course has proved satisfactory and should be continued. A 
considerable variety of reading books is desirable and teachers 
are recommended to supplement the books of the schoolroom 
with selections from the library. 

HIGH SCHOOL EDUCATION. 

At the annual meeting of the school district of Andover, 
held March 8, 1898, it was voted : 

That the board of education be appointed a committee to 
confer with the trustees of Proctor Academy to see what ar- 
rangement can be made and what sum of money is necessary 
to be raised by the town whereby all advanced scholars of the 
town canattend Proctor Academy free of tuition, and said com- 
mittee to report at any future school meeting. 

Ata special meeting of the school district held March 26, 
1898, the school board presented the following report. 

The school board, having been appointed a committee to 
ascertain the cost of sending the pupils of the town tothe High 
school courses of Proctor Academy, have communicated with 
the trustees of the academy and find that the usual charges for 
tuition are at the rate of $10 per term of twelve weeks, for each 
pupil, this amount being less than half of the total cost of the 
education. ‘The balance is made up from income of funds and 
from donations. About three-fifths of the pupils of the school 
are from within the town. It is estimated that the sum of 
$200 per term, or $600 for the year, would pay for the pupils 
of the town that would be likely to take the High school courses 
for the coming year. In case this sum should not be fully 
spent the balance would be subject to the disposition of the 
district. The school board recommends, in view of the great 
advantage of offering this opportunity to all the children of the 
town, and especially to those unable to pay for themselves, 
that $600 be raised and appropriated for the payment of 
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tuitions, at the discretion of the school board, for the coming 
year. 

Upon presentation of the foregoing report it was voted : 

That the report of the committee be adopted and the sum of 
$600 be raised and appropriated for the purpose of paying 
tuition of pupils trom the district at Proctor Academy in the 
High school courses. 

It was further voted: That the board.of education be in- 
structed to allow scholars attending the academy from a dis- 
tance of two miles or more a sum not to exceed seven dollars a - 
term for transportation. 

A contract was concluded in pursuance of the foregoing 
votes and nine pupils atteaded the High school courses of the 
the academy for the spring term, twenty-four for the fall term 
and eighteen for the winter term, the pupils being well dis- 
tributed from all parts of the town. The appropriation proved ' 
sufficient, although had the attendance forthe last term equaled 
that of the fall term the amount would have barely sufficed. 

As for previous years, advanced pupils from the common 
schools were sent to the preparatory department of the academy 
saving the employment of one teacher in the Andover school 
and the maintenance of one room, pupils from any part of the 
town being received. The number of advanced common 
school pupils for each term was, for the spring term twenty- 
four ; fall term 20. Inasmuch as these two terms, spring and 
fall were together twenty-five weeks in duration, equal in 
value to the terms of the district schools, the cost of the winter 
term in the preparatory department was collected by the 
academy of the parents. Private provision was made for such 
pupils as wished to attend and were unable to pay. 

‘The school board recommend that the sum of $500 be raised 
and appropriated for schools for the ensuing year and $200 for 
repairs ; and that a sum not exceeding $600 be raised and ap- 
propriated for High school instruction at Proctor Academy.

LIBRARY REPORT. 


The Trustees of the Andover Library report for the year 
ending Feb. 15, 1899 as follows: 


The circulation of the books shows gratifying increase in 
comparison with the previous year, both in respect to the num- 
ber of borrowers and the books issued. 


The number of borrowers at Andover was 158; East And- 
over, 73; total, 231, a gainof 20. The loans of books were, 
at Andover, 1933 ; East Andover, 497; total, 2430, a gain of 
239 for the. year. 

The number of books in the Andover Library is 913; Proc- 
tor Academy Library, 1471; total, 2384, available for use of 
the public, a gain of 112 volumes during the year. An un- 
filled order will increase the number.

By means of exchange of books in packages between the two 
branches of the library the use of the books is economized, and 
the resources of both branches made available to the people of 
both villages. Renewed attention is called to the availability 
of books in the State Library, by application to the Librarian 
of the Andover Library, and consultation of a Finding List 


supplied for the purpose, the expense of such use to be borne 
by the borrower. 
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The loss of several books at the East Andover Branch is re- 
ported. Any persons knowing the whereabouts of books be- 
longing to the Library are requested to reportto the Librarians. 
Such books as have been known to be absent unaccounted for 
from the Andover Library have been returned. 


Probably no educational expenditure of the town gives 
greater proportionate results than that for the Library. While 
the schools have their vacations, the Library is open all the 
year. The Library is the people’s school, its benefits not being 
limited to any age, or to the ordinary school sessions. It is a 
great aid to common school education, furnishing books in 
larger variety than the school libraries. The library contains 
means of study of the history of our country and the biographies 
of its great leaders found nowhere else in town. It furnishes 
the only public opportunity to study the great master works of 
English literature.
